GIRLS’ HOTEL OPENS 


New York City Federation of 
Women's Clubs Is Directing 
$200,000 Campaign. 


STOCK 5 DOLLARS A SHARE 


Leaders Seek to: Have Various Club 
Groups to‘Endow Rooms-—$17;- 
000 Now in Treasury. 


To meet the need for housing working 
girls with low wages the Federal Hotel 
Board, directing the: New York City 
Federation of Women’s Clubs Hotel for 
Working Women, has opened a ‘drive 
to raise $200,000 for a new home. Shares 
of atock are selling at $5, but the drive 
leaders are asking individual or groups 
of clubs to subscribe sums of $1,000, 
$1,200 or $1,400 for rooms to. be known 
by the nameof the group donating It. 

The Federation Hotel’ Board has said 
the hotel can be made self-supporting 
and for the average sum of $5 a week. 
The present hotel on ‘West Twenty- 
second Street boards forty-five girls, but 
it. has’ been found inadequate. 

The board has two sites under con- 
sideration and $17,000 in the treasury. 
Contribittors of $1,000.or over are asked 
to pay one-third of it by January, 1923, 
andthe remander in two years.

BATTLED HEAVY SEAS 


Passengers Crowded Rails Watching 
Small Boats on Life-Saving 
; Mission. _ 


The first detailed report to reach New 
York of the rescue of,'the Monte Grap- 
pa’s crew of forty-five men in mid- 
Atlantic by the White Star liner Pitts- 
burgh, Captain Thomas Jones, has just 
been reeeived at the White Star Line of- 
fice from: an officer of the steamship, 
which is now at Bremen. 

The Monte Grappa was a new ship of 
10,000 tons, belonging to the Navigazione 
Liberia Triestina, She was under ‘the 


and was bound from Montreal to Venice 
with a ‘cargo of 9,200 tons of grain. 
She left Montreal on Nov. 5, and made 
good time untfl she ran‘ into a. heavy 
southerly ‘gale on Sunday, Nov. 12. . She 
labored for forty-eight ‘hours, and on 
Tuesday motning the shifting boards 
which kept the grain ‘in position were 
carridd away. 

The ship immediately took a heavy list 
to port, until her port rail. was under 
water. The starboard ballast tanks were 
filled in the hope of righting the vessel, 
but their capacity was only 500 tons and 
they had no effect on thé ship's stabil- 
ity. The. two port boilers were then 
pumped out, but.without éffect. 

Throughout esday the gale .con- 
tinued to range, and:the Monte Grap- 
pa’s crew worked feverishly endeavor- 
ing to shift and jettison cargo. The 
decks started,.and water made its way 
into the stokehold until the firemen were 
working in it up to their waists. Both 
port lifeboats were carried away and the 
starboard boats could not be lowered. 

Sends Call for Help. 

Fearing his ship would roll over or 
sink, Captain Bartoli had ordered an 
8°O 8 call sent out at 7 A. M. Tuesday. 
His position was given, 43 degrees 18 
minutes north 41 degrees 55 minutes 
west.

Rules to save coal’in American homes 
have been drawn up by the Fuels Divi- 
sion of the American Society of Me- 
chanical. Engineers, which,.:in making 
them public yesterday, warned cohsum- 
érs to be vigilant in economy to avert 
acute conditions from the threatened 
shortage. 

New habits must be sedan old prac: 
tices -modified, and householders must 
be ‘willing to experiment, according to 
@ statement of the- society accompany- 
ing the rules, which were prepared by 
Professor L. ‘P.. Breckenridge of Yale 
University, Chairman of’ the Fuels Di- 
vision, and Assistant Professor E.  H. 
Lockwood of. Yale. 

The rules, though described as of 
“*the simplest nature,’’ cover a wide 
range. They deal with preparation of 
equipment, kinds. of fuel and manage- 
ment of furnaces, involving instruction 
in burning large sizes of anthracite coal, 
in burning coke with anthracite, pea or 
buckwheat, wood: with anthracite, pea 
or buckwheat and bituminous coal. 

Large savings are possible if co-opera- 
tion is general, according to the state- 
ment, which say: 

* People must be, willing to give some 
little attention to the operation of the 
heating furnaces in their. homes, They 
must be willing to experiment a little 
just now, in order to see what it is pos-

That sort of thing is be- 
yond the professional critics in a clique 
er publication that is- too absorbed in 
private esthetic views of letters and art. 
“They logroll each other successfully, but 
don’t budge. the public. 


YOCATIONAL VOCABULARIES. 


Several items in the news suggest that 
vocabularies are looked upon only or 
chiefly as of vocational value. The Pres- 
ident of a Far. Western college says 
that a.teacher should have a vocabulary 
of from 1,500 to 4000-words, that a 
professional man should have a vocabu- 
lary of ftom’ 1,500 to ‘3,000; but that a 
“ ditchidigper’* inay get on’ with only 
800. As if the sole use of language were 
that of carrying on conversation or cor-

trade or profession!

A BUCKFIELD BOY. 

JoHN Davis LONG, an amiable and 
urbane gentleman, Governor of Massa- 
chusetts forty years ago, Representative 
in Congress for several terms, an unsuc- 


cessful candidate for the Senate and 


reseued from. obscurity by becoming 
President McKin.ey’s Secretary of the 
Navy, will always be bailed:out of obliv- 
ion by the Spanish-American War. He 
was.a good, though far from gréat, man; 
and it.is a happiness to discover that he 
was a good boy. The Atlantic Monthly 
prints the beginnings of ‘a diary ‘whith 
he had the patience to keep up till it 
filled twenty-four yolumes. There must 
be rich pages in it when he records his 
relations and collisions with THEODORE 
ROOSEVELT, Assistant Secretary of thd 
Navy. The boy begins his journal almost 
as if he were making a will: 
I, Jomw Dayis LONG, son of. Zapoc Lona, 
of Buckfield in the County of Oxford and. 
State of Maine, being nine years old, this 
@ay commence a journal of my life. I 
hope my life will be so, by the help of my 
Father in Heaven, that I shell have to 
record no important crimes or errors in 
my conduct. 
There were none to record. He lived 
a blameless, happy and useful life. The 
note of moral earnestness and piety, so 
objectionable to the anti-puritans of to- 
day, was maintained throughout. Buck- 
field had thirty-six dwelling houses, 225 
inhabitants, one church and three law- 
yers’ offices. _When he grew up JoHN

a Democratic county, whereas Zapoc 
Lone, a retired prosperous ‘storekeeper,

With his speech in St. Louis yester- 
day M. CLEMENCEAU virtually completed 
his: public program in the United States. : 
Having spoken in New’ York, Boston, 
Chicago and St. Louis, he has had room 
and verge enough to make his message 
to America amply «known.

mains before his return to France. will 
be more largely of the character of per- 
sonal and social entertainment, and can 
add little to the total impressién which 
he has created here.

The ‘Torso”’’ is particularly .n- 
teresting in its detachment from the 
sculptor’s idea. It fs a painter’s picture 
anda stirring bit<of music in color, a 
call to arms, a “ Marseillaise *’ without 
the title. It is an-exhibition to visit if 
you wish to see painting that is bound 
neither by il aaa nor by rev- 
olution.

At the Wildenstein Galleries George 
Biddie’s paintings and drawings will 
be on view through December.

Graves; “that the Cherokees are not 
thé ‘ blanket’ ‘type of Indian, but a high- 
ty “gifted and. extracrdiriarily civilized 
people, with intellectual, lMterary and 
artistic attainments.. It is belleved that 
they have descended from the Incas, and 
there is a legend that they represent 
five of the tém lost tribes of Israel: 
The Cherokee is our finest specimen of 
humanity. During my eighteen years 
among them I rave yet.to diseover that 
oné of them has a vicious habit. They are 
healthy bodied: arg healthy minded—as 
trusting as childrén.. They do not know 
what.it is-to break their word. Several 
years ago & full-blooded Cherokee com- 
mitted a crime-and was sentenced to 
be shot ten days after the verdict was 
announced. He was at Hberty without 
bail until the morning of his execution. 
At 6:30 sharp he appeared without escort 
at the spot.designated for the shooting, 
and stood there waiting until the firing 
squad arrived. 

“The average American has forgot- 
ten,”’ Mr. Graves pointed out, ‘“that, as 
one of the Cherokee chiefs put it in‘ an 
appeal to the Government for fair play, 
‘the Great Spirit had given them the 
whole of. this tast country long. before 
the white people, from beyond the great 
water, in. small bands, and as little 
children, hungry and maked, ‘were. re< 
ceived by the Indians with the hands of 
friendship, in true. charity and maniy 
feeling.’ - And how has Government 
—the white people—rectprocated this 
trust? -With broken faith, broken trea- 
ties at every turn. * \ 


** In 1889 the United States created the 
Cherokee Commission Yor the purpose of 
abolishing the tribal Governments: and 
opening the’ territories to white settle- 
ment. After fifteen years of pleadings 
against this Plan an agreement was 
made. by which the Government of the 
Cherokee Nation came to a final-end 
on. Marcif’ 3, 1906. 
| ** In 1908 the United States’ Govern- 
ment decided.to divide ‘the land upon 
which the Cherokees were “living ‘ gnd 
allot. to each Indian his. share. “Many 
of the Cherokees, unfamiliar with ‘the 
white man’s..way of: doing business;

Lidke all 
owls, they have a most cruel method of 
killing: ey hang on to the bird with 
their ons, allowing the bird to struggle 
and turn over and over; but they hang 
on until death overtakes the victims. 

The short eared owl amuses himself by 
Cleaning out all the quali. Had my piace 
been marshy, he would kill all the wood- 
cock and i as well. He is a de- 
structive devil, feeding largely, on valu- 
able birds, such as meadow larks. I 
never saw this owl do one. good ‘thing, 
while the screech owl, though. killin 
many song birds, did kill some English 
sparrows. 

As for the great. horned owl, he is,.I 
think, a most diabolical creature. e 
destroys an incredible amount of game 
all the year around. I killed 147 one 
‘Winter in my valley; the year there w 
a plague ngs 8 the rabbits. up, no’ 
ind the’ great hormed owls -descended 
en masse, stopping on the north shore 
of Lake Ontario. I had a wonderful 
opportunity to note the extraordinary 

owers of this Soumparenvey Hght bird; 
ts. extremely cruel. methods :of killing 
and its ability to stop at almost. nothin 
in: its destructive habits. Starting wi 
the smaller breeds of ducks, { Tro- 
gressed through the geese, finall 
hg one of my valuable swans. y love 
for this owl is not, of course, very great 
because of the great loss I sustained 
two Winters on my bird sanctu- 
birds I had purchased at con- 
siderable expense.

The Government reports in favor of 
the owl, if confined to the barn owl, I 
fully agree with, as it is a mouse killer 
r excellence. It leaves birds alone. 
T csanat say a. good word for any other 
variety of owl except that the screech 
owl occasionally kills English sparrows, 
ang the great horned owl sometimes 
grabs a crow. If these two varieties 
would confine their depredations to the 
English sparrow and the crow I'd be 
willing to give them a monument.

As I ‘see it, the Movement 
to give proper aid to the farmer and 
live stock ‘interests is oné which will 
benefit all sections: of our country, and 
as such this group should be loyally 
backed by Senators from all sections, as 
their work is for the benefit of all sec- 
tions. 

Labor unions have demonstrated. their 
will to use force for selfish purposes, 
Klu Klux Klans are denionstrating their 
will to» use~force, prohibitionists have 
demonstrated their will to use force, 
and so on.

Ireland in the throes of disintegration, 
now split into three factions; England, 
with her political: parties dividing into 
many units or blocs, now headed toward 
disintegration; all as a result, in the 
last analysis, of selfishness. | Are we 
going to take warning from the experi- 
ences of others or are we heedlessly 
going to take the path of disintegra- 
tionfand misery on which we are plainly 
setting out at the present time? If those 
men in Washington, representing our 
country, fail in their whole duty to the 
country and not merely to their own 
constituency in those critical times, our 
children and our children’s children will 
live in times as tragic as those which 
follow any attempt to disintegrate a 
nation.

The sssumption is 
that we should hawe better govern- 
ment if the voting privilege were de- 
nied to 25. per cent. of the present 
citizenship,..who, in Dr. Cutten’s opin- 
ion, “have net the intelligence to com- 
prehend the oy Seong cen ag of the vote.’’ 

The assumption that we would have 
a better government, from the stand- 
point of either economic policy or 
moral tone, because of such a restriction 
of the use of the ballot, is not warranted 
by a study of sither the mental opera- 
tions or tif® personal. conduct of those 
who. are classed as ‘‘intellectuals.”’ 

Let us considér the probable effect on 
government icles. We have two 
great political partios led by intellect- 
uals. One set of the intellectuals 
asserts, for example, that a protective 
tariff is for the best interests of this 
country, while the other set asserts that 
the protective policy.is unjust and injur- 
ious. Now, both ‘gruups of _intellectu- 
als cannot be right.. One group is nec- 
essarily wrong. It is manifestly clear 
that the dullest, innabitant of the slums 
of New York City could not be more 
wrong on this subject than one of these 
groups of intellectuals, 

Again, one group of intellectuals has 
insisted for years that prohibition of 
traffic in intoxicating liquors is wise 
while another group insists that it is un- 
wise and unjust. One group must be 
right and the other wrong. This is true 
not. only of economic questions but of 
solutions of important~ technical: prob- 
lems. An eminent appellate court has 
been known to decide an important con- 
stitutional ‘question and then reverse 
itself by a vote of five to four, one 
Judge having changed his mind. If that 
tribunal had been made up of eight 
intellectuals and one ignoramus, and 
the: latter had held the deciding vote 
because of an equal division of the 
intellectuals, he could not have decided 
more a x unsoundly than did the 
nine tellectuals. 

It is futile to answer that, although 
one group of intellectuals must be wrong 
where they differ on an issue of this 
kind, yet they reach their conclusions 
by application of reason to facts. Of 
what use is reason if it reaches wrong 
conclusions? It must be admitted that 
approximately half of the intellectuals 
are wrong on nearly every important 
public issue, 

Neither is

The 
argument is, rather, that we would be 
no differently governed if the 25 r 
cent of alleged incompetents were elim- 
inated from the -lHsts of .voters. As- 
suming, without admitting, that 25 
cent. of ‘the persons now permitted to 
vote are mentally incapable of stating 
and- explai the great economic 
issues before e country, it does not 
follow that they. are unable to cast a 
vote that should ‘be counted in deter- 
mining pub poetic. By a course of 
reasoning not. learned in books, or by 
intuition, or instinct, or whatever. else 
you may choose to call it; many of these 
men are able to form a judgment as to 
their own best interest, and a balancing 
of these expressions of self-interest aids 
in reaching a conclusion as. to the wel- 
fare of.the whole. It is safe to poy 
that individual self-interest has muc 
to do with determination of the vote of 
Lintellectuals. A large proportion of 
those who make.up the so-called ‘‘dregs’’ 
do not vote at all, in this respect, ales, 
being no more wrong than many intel- 
lectuals. 

But aside from the obvious fact that 
depriving 25 percent of our people of 
the right to vote would not result in 
adoption of sounder policies or more 
honest administration, it is clear that 
a present advantage would be lost by 
such a change. A _ political campaign 
is a school of instruction on problems 
of. government. Men: depriv of the 
right to vote would feel no interest in 
political’ meetings. and would not at- 
tend. e thought-stimulating infor- 
mation they now receive at public meet- 
ings would be lost to them. Limitation 
of the right to vote would be followed 
by a decline in the average intelligence, 
and probably would arouse a feeling of 
resentment and a tefusal. to acknowl-

TRADE OFFERS NO RELIEF 


Official Organ of Industry Says 
Transportation Continues to Be 
Main Retarding Influence. 


Householders: were warned in a state- 
ment last night. by Mayor Hylan that 
widespread suffering due to the. coal 
shortage could be averted only by using 
suitable substitutes. for anthracite coal. 
In asking the consumers to co-operate 
in eyery ‘way. with. the State Fuel Ad- 
ministration, the Mayor pointed’‘out that 
in event of a blizzard or heavy ‘storm 
the present supply of domestic sized’ an- 
‘thracite coal would not ‘last more than 
four \days. 

The Mayor’s statement follows: 


‘The only way in which widespread 
suffering, due to the reduced supply of 
anthracite coal, may be avoided. is for 
everybody to avail: themselves. of and 
co-operate In using substitutes; of which 
there aré large avafable supplies in and 
around New York. Among ,.the substi- 
tutes. are the smaller sizes of anthracite 
coal;.such as buckwheat, and bituminous 
or ‘soft’ -coal. 

** Buckwheat coal lends itself most 
readily. to the ordinary furnace or cook- 
ing range’ when used with the regular 
domestic sizes. If a bed.is made of the 
larger size, placing the buckwheat on tox, 
a most satisfactory result is obtained.

~** It ig important to bear in mind that 
the_present supply of anthracite coal of 
domestic sizes in Greater New York 
would not suffice for more: thin four 
days,.and that a blizzard or .éven-a 
storm lasting several days would slow 
down ‘deliveries to a point where from 
mere inconvenience we would rapidly 
pass into actual suffering.”’ :

A circular was received qmesterday by 
local -shopcraft unions from B,., M. 
Jewell, President of the Railway Em-

‘The men on strike: must have finan- 
cial: assistance -and with approximately 
one-half of the men. returned to work: on 
railroads where ‘the.strike has been 
settled, -assuming that one day’s pay 
taken as a whole will average. about $5 
per pay-period per man, there ought to 
be an income from this ‘assessment. of 
approximately $1,000,000 each two weeks 
and this amount ought to increa$e egch 
period to the extent that additional 
roads are added to the list with whom 
the strike has been settled.’’ 

Counseling .the workers to continue 
the strike. against roads that have 
failed to ‘settle \under. the Baltimore 
agreement, the statement said: 

** Among the ranks of labor the strike 

has had a tremendous effect. It un- 
doubtedly was of great service to the 
miners in winning their strike.”’ 
- More than 130 ‘railroads were listed 
as having reached settlements with ths 
shopcraft unions. Others were still re- 
ported to be negotiating. 

Local strike leaders declined to. coni- 
ment on the controversy over ahe:pay- 
ment of assessments, although it was 
admitted ,that difficulty. was being ex- 
perienced in collecting for the strike 
fund from some of the local unions. 
While the strike, which began last July, 
is technically on in this district against 
the Lehigh Valley, Lackawanna, Penn- 
sylvania, Central Railroad of New Jer- 
sey, Delaware & Hudson and the New 
Haven roads, only 5,000 strikers are 
said to be still out of cmployment.
